LEADERS NOT DISCOURAGED.

Chioaoo, fvdj I^.— The ultimate ef • 
ftol of flw aitpMl UM«d by Grand Mas- 
ter "Workmuti Hovorct^ii nf the Knights 
of Labor, calling on all kiiifjhta throngh- 

out thv country and thost^ in syuipatliy 
with thorn to ([uit work, and the order 
issued at a])out tli(! samv time by the 
represcutativea of allied labor in Chi- 
cago to do likewiM, can not yet be oer- 
tatDly foreMen. 

All that ii now definitely known ia 
tbfit the Kulghts of Labor at all pointn 
heiffd from, inclndiuK nearly all of the 
large centers of pupulations in the 
United Statow, rfiii.uncd at work yester- 
day with prai tii al uniininiity, and that 
in this city tlio nunilK'v of int-nibers of 
the allied tradis wliicli remained at 
work so far tiutmiinb<>r tlmHe who quit 
as to make im ai)i)n i ial)le change in the 
indn.strial Mpiieiuaiice of the (Uty. 

Tin* Icadn-s, however, .-ay that tlK'n» 
is nothiuK in l lie situation to cause them 
disconraKi'iiieut ; that the public throiijjh 
lack of kncAvleujiij of the iiiacliiuery of 
industrial organization, has been lt\id 
to ex^KHit results which were not iu con- 
templation when the iMke orders wuro 

issut^d. 

Mr. Soverciiin, fgf instance, jwints out 
that his appeal was not an ordtT to 
strike; that, in fai't. he has no power to 
urder a walkout; but that jmrsons ac 
qoainted with the \M)rkinK of the or 
ganization would know that, in effect 
it would be the same as an order. Iu 
short, ho was perfectly confident that 
by Saturday next, after the various 
local and district assemblies liad time to 
meet and take formal action ou the ap 
peal and to rally their friends outside of 
the order, the result would show 1,000,- 
000 of men idle as a oonsc'quence. 

The local strike leaders also claimed 
that a little time was the only neoessary 
condition to a walkout of the lOO.OOo 
men whom they represent and that by 
Saturday, irfter the Torions sub-orgaui 
zations had had time to consult together, 
the proposed tie-up of business would be 
fully as effective as they had predicted 
Surf ace indications so far.noweTer, 
do not bear out the claims of dthto Hr 
Sovereign or the Chicago men. It is 
' not recwded yet that any district as- 
sembly of .the Kuights of Labor has 
voted to stiike* On the other hand, the 
Brooklyn district— which is composed of 
railroad men, and therefore nafeondlT 
Bltt>po8ably in sympathy with fliflir fel- 
lows iu the west — at a meeting yester- 
day confined their expression of sym- 
pathy to a tCTider of flnmrial aid, but 
declined to stiike. 

LfK;iilly, sevoi-al of the orijanizations, 
niemlKjrs of the federated trades, have 
given it to bo understood that they do 
not intend to go out. Furthermore, it 
is known that there was a large con 
servativo element in the rcprtisentative 
trades meeting which passed the resolu 
tion having a striku in view and it is 
understood that they have be(\n eariKwt 
ly at work ever si nc(! to minimize the 
results of that action. 

At labor lieadciunrters it was an 
jiounced liiat the following h;vd struck: 
Painti rs, 4,oo() men; machine W(M)d- 
workers, :>00\ planing mill, 800; silver 
gilders, 3 10; carriage and wiigoumakers, 
Too. it is exi^^cted, the labor men iaj, 
that 1,000 molders will strike. 

Iu the meantime, continued improve- 
ment iu the railroad situation here and 
elsewhere, except at Hacraraento and 
Oakland, Col., is jiot<>d. Iu the former, 
federal troops were lauded yesterday, 
but the state militia stationed ou the 
water front to cover their landing, were 
fired on from ambush after the regulars 
had moved away, and a train which it 
WM sought to send to Ban Francisco un- 
der goaid of government troops was 
thrown frtim ft trestle and fired into by 
fhe strikers, resulting in the death 
of one of the enginemen wnd the 
wounding of several scddiem. 

The gtmenl public, as well as organ- 
lied labor, is looking forward with 
marked, interest to the meeting of the 
ezecntive bbianlccf die American Feder- 
ation of Labor, perhaps, the most pow- 
erful organization m the kind iu the 
country in this city, and its action is ex- 
pected to have a marked effect on the 
outcome of the present industriid strug- 
gle. It^ known that the iM)sitiou of 
Samuel Oompers, Its ju-esidc-nt, IuusIxh'u 
one of opposition to a .sympathetic strikt^ 
of federation men at this time, and that 
he looks on the existing situation as 
critical. He ha.s invited the hetuls of 
other lalwtr or^^auizations to meet him 
here at that time, and the iK'lief is that 
ho will strenuously advocate measures 
to bring the tri>ublt! So an end. 

A new feature was injected into the 
situation yesterday when it was an- 
uouiiced by some of the labor leaders 
that they were ready to go before the 
federal graud jury with proofs that the 
general managers of the railroads had 
oouspired to delay mail trains as a part 
of their fi^lit against the American 
Railway union, and wt)uld ask that 
body to indict them. 

Trains on all roads are moving, [las- 
seuger trains almost without t xccptioa 
ou time, and freight traffic is rapidly 
becoming regular. 

"The backbone of the strike is not 
only broken," said Manager Egan of the 
General Managers' ataoomtion, "but the 
backbone has entirely disappeared. The 
blockade is raised and it will reqoiro 
but a sbozt time to g^ thoSrailroad bn^-

On the Chicago and (Jrand TrOnk 
passeui^i r service is regular and frtMght 
and subui'ban scrvi(M' has been resumed. 
The Wabash ran local freights and part 
of its suburban trains in addition to the 
through passenger service, and the 
Michigan Cenlral moved a mass of 
merchandise which had accumulated at 
Michigiiii City. The Wisconsin Cen- 
tral reporteil botli freight and passenger 
trmins running on time, and the Chi- 
cago and Norihei ii i'acific announced 
that all daylight trains were running 
regularly, although night service has 
not bi eii resumed. The Santa Fe ran 
'jrains rt ^;uhu-ly in and out of Chicago, 
and the Erie resumed Ireighf traffic, 
with its passenger and express trains 
mouiug on time. 

The Louisville, New Albanv and 
Chicago rau all traius ou time oil day, 
the >)urned bridge at Hammond having 
been repaired. On Mw Chicago Ghwat 
Western all passenger and frei^t 
traffic, as well as yard work, w'as han- 
dled regularly, and the Chicago and 
Alton reported all trains on the enthre 
road running without intemuptioo. 
The Chicago and Kastem Illinois es- 
perispoed no trouble with the exception 
of a dMnoostrative crowd at Brazil, 
Ind. The tUinois Central road had 190 
loads of inbound freight yest^^rday, aud 
its throiurti passeugcr service was 
regular. The Chicago, Burlington and 
Quinoy handled Iseveral freight and 
stock trains, ana its passenger and 
suburban trains were all on time. 

On the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago all passenger traius ran regu- 
larly, and freights were moved more 
freely. The Panhandle moved freight 
freely, and reported its passenger serv- 
ice inteiTupted, and the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul handled tlie regu- 
lar niunber of freiirht, pusseuuer and 
Buburl)an trains. The Lake Shon; and 
Michigan Southern announced that 
owing to the Toledo strike it had sus- 
peiided the recei)tion from wflslern con- 
nections of perishable freight aud live- 
stock. 

AT CHICAGO STOCKYARDS. 

UiiKiiK'jis ICfKUiueil uiiil Nu Trouble of Any 
Kind Uh8 Occnrrsd. 

Chicjlqo, July 12.— Business was re- 
sumed at the stockyards yesterday with 

mnch of the .sami> activity usually seen 
there. Cattle trains aiTivfd at the yards 
fi>r the first time since the sti-ike. The 
Chicago, iitirlinglon and t^uiacy 
lirought in (>!! cars of livestock, om ti-aiii 
with li) loads from Texxs and another 
of T)!) cars, also fi-om the west. The 
Northwestern reported a tram of 40 
cars, whilf! the Santa Fe haul« il in eO 
ciurloads of cattle, and all were handled 
by the Stockj-ards Transit company 
without trouble ajid without interfer- 
ence iu any Wiiy. 

At the general oftlces of the Union 
Stocks and Transit ctmipany, all was 
bustle. Assistant (ieneral .Manag<r 
Ashby said all business would !«• 
handled as it presented itself. Nearly 
all the roads have stock on the tracks 
outside the dty, and this will be brought 
in at once.

CiTiCAtw, July 12. — No more uien 
will be brought to Chica.s'o by the gen- 
eral managers to take the places of 
strikers, (ieneral Manager l-^gan said: 
During the last week the (ienerid Man- 
agers' iisswiation <'ngaged more th;ui 
U,5(X) comijcteut men in all dei)artments 
of railroiuliug, and has distributed them 
among the vimous roads. In a<ldition 
to thestj the roiuls have themselves en- 
gaged many men aud brought thorn 
here direct nom the east. Fully 8,000 
men have taken the places of railn»ad 
strikers iu Chicago. Tliere are still 
plenty of applicants for work, and the 
roads hftve no difficulty iu supplying all 
the vacancies caused by the strike. 

A Luborrr Shot. 

Chk'a<k), July 12.— i*rivate William 
J. Downing of Company K, Second 
regiment, Illinois national guard, while 
walking down Halstead street yesterday 
evening, was jeered and hooted by a 
crowd of men, women and children. 
Irritated at their persistence Downing 
drew his bayonet and turned on the 
crowd. Patrick O'Connor, a laborer, 
clinched witlv Downing, aud while the 
two were struggling in the gutter Down- 
ing drew his pistol and shot O'Connor 
through the head. He died on the way 
to the hospital, and the private was rea> 
cued fhun the infuriated crowd hy a de- 
taohment of police.

TRAIN WR ECKED. 

Dastardly Oatrage Parpatvatad Naav la«i«- 

manto. 

Sacbamknto, .Tuly 12.— Shortly after 
noon a train made up for San FraiKUsco 
under cover of a militarj- guard, a loco- 
motive and five muili^ars, two express, 
one baggage, three day coaches, tlu'ce 
Pullman sleeptTs and one Pullman 
diiiingcar. This is the overland train 
which laid here exactly two weeks. The 
guard was (unuposed of Lieutenant Ker- 
ritt aud 21 men, Battery L, Fifth artil- 
lery, six soldiers on the engine aud the 
others ou the platforms of the cars. 

As the train pulled out the multitude 
cheered; some crowds ef strikers jeered 
aud hooted. The train got a headway 
of 12 miles an hour. When two and a 
half miles out, just where the tree 
growth ceases and the water underflow 
begins, the train entered on a long 
trestle. The locomotive went over bot- 
tom up. and landed in a body of water 
six feet deep. The next two cars piled 
ou top. Engineer Sam B. Clark, Pri- 
vate Byrne and Private Diurau all went 
under. Their bodies are soil nnder the 
wreck. 

Private Dngan's arm was caught be- 
tween the car and beam of the trestle 
aud cut clear off. Private Daumler was 
hurt iu the head. Private Wilson h id 
his leg lacerated, [^ivate Ellis was ri- 
terually hurt. Daumkr aud Dngan 
will die. 

The wreck was caused by a rail hav- 
iiiff been tukni up, vpiki's pulled, fish 
plales removed and then the rail put 

back again in place.

Washinoton, July 12.— By virtue of 
the adoption of a special order the house 
was enabled to reach a vote on the Mc- 

Rae hiiid grant forfeiture bill yesi. rfiay 
afternoon, and it was passed. The bill 
amends the act of Sejit. .".i, l\'M). which 
in substaui'c dechu-cd the furfcitiire to 
the rnitcd States of lands heretoiore 
fjianted to states and corporations to aid 
in the (;onstru<*ion of railroads to the 
e.\t<>iit only of lands opposite aud coter- 
mintms with the portions of such rail* 
roarls as were not completed and oper- 
ated at that time. 

I'he bill passed yesterday extends the 
forfeiture to fhe portions of the several 
railroads, to aid in |he construction of 
which the grants were made, which 
were nnoonipleted when the time ex- 
pired witliin which the roads were re- 
spectively required to be completed hs 
the several laws making the grants, 
involves poTtious of tne grants of '35 
roads, tlie nzuicipal one of which is the 
Northern Padlic, and will restore to tlie 
public domain about 54,000,000 acres.

If Congress had adopted I'reeident 
Cleveland's suggestion in 1886, the pres- 
ent strike that is proving SO disastrous to 
the country might have been avoided. 
In a spMial message to Congress that 

\ear the Trcsidcnt said: 

I am satilied that souiething may be 
done under Federal authority to prevent 
the disturbances which so often arise 
from disputes between employers and 
employed, and at times seriously threaten 
tlic business interests of the conntry, and 
in my opinion the proper theory upon 
which to proceed is tnat of voluntary ar- 
bitration as the means of settling these 
ditHculties. 

But I suggest that instead of arbitra- 
tors chosen in the heat of conflicting 
claims, and after each dispute shall arise, 
for the purpose of determining the same, 
there be created a Commission of Labor, 
consisting of three members, who shall 
be regular ofiSoers of the gOTenimwit, 
charged among other duties wltti thtoon- 
sideration anaMttlmnMitiWhsn possible, 
of all controTsnist bstwwn labor and 
capital. 

A commission thus organhwd would 
have the advantage of being a stable 
body, and its members, as they gained 
experience, would constantly Improve in 
their ability to deal intelligently and use- 
fully with the questions which might be 
submitted to them. If arbitrators are 
chosen lor temporary service as each l ase 
of dispute arises, experience and famili- 
arity with much that is involved in 
question will be lacking, extreme pnrti- 
sansliip and bias will be the <|UHliliraliuiis 
sought on either side, and frequent coin- 
i>laints of unfairness and partiality will 

lie inevitable. 




WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 



Wheat Above the Average— The Oat- 
look For Corn, TobMOO, Bagr 
Mid 0»tt. 



The weather has been con.siderably 
cooler during the past week than any 
other time since the middle of .1 une, the 
temperature averaging a daily departure 
ol al>out three degrees less than the nor- 
mal. Generally clear conditions have 
prevailed, except in the extreme western 
parts of the State, where good rains fell 
on the 4th and 5th. Scattered showers 
are reported from other sections, but the 
great majority of correspondents report 
no rain at all. The cool nights and 
abundant dew which fell, oflbet in some 
measure, the lack of rain, but the drouth 
is aflecting crops seriously, especially in 
the central and eastern porttops of the 
State. 

The few remaininir fields of wheat 
were cut during the week, and the larger 
rtioii of the crop h. as been tiireslied. 
The tone <jf a majority of the rejiorts in- 
eates that tiie yield is einuil to or 
slightly iu excess of the average. 

Corn lias ma<!e tine progress in the 
western counties, but is not doing so 
well ill other sections wliiili were not 
fav()re(| with rains. \o rei)orts of seri- 
ous damage have been received, but 
farmers in the central se(;tions of the 
State are becoming aiiprehensive on ac- 
count of the continuance of the drouth. 
In some places the croo is reported to be 
yellowing slightly and wilting. Gener- 
ally speaking, the season lias ueen good

The reports relative to tobacco are 
more iliscouragi iil' than tliosi^ of last 
week, especiail>- in the western and 
southern counties w hi-ie heavy showers 
have greatly stiiiuilaied the "growth of 
the plants ami have permitted some re- 
l)lauting to he done. I'he general conili- 
tion of the crop is however far from 
what could be wished, particularly that 
of the late planted portion.

Taken to Vanceburg This Morning to 
Auwtr For KUUag Bnm 



Deputy Sheriff Oox, of Wolfe Coonty, 

•cconipaniod by a Mr. Brewer, also of 
that county, came io on the L. and N. 
train iMt evening with Weeley Oibome, 

and left this morning for Vanceburg, 
where tlieir prisoner is wanted lor the 
murder of Hiram Adams. 

Osborne shot and killed younK Adams 
Sunday afternoon, June ITili, at the 
former's home near Cottageville. There 
were different reports as to the affair, but 
the people of the neighborhood regarded 
it as an unprovoked murder, and there 
was strong talk of lynching Osborne. 
He eecaped, howoTer, and fled to the 
mountains. 

A week ago to-day he appeared at the 
home of Mr. Brawar who lives near 
Campton, the county seat of Wolfe. He 
had made Brewer's acquaintance while 
both were in Jail a year or two ago at 
Louisville for eoma violation of Uncle 
Sam's laws. 

Osborne told Brewer he thought of buy- 
ing a grocery in Campton, and was given 
permission to spend a few days at the 
Brewer home. Brewer had heard of 
Adams' murder and inquired about it. 
Osborne replied that it was a case of self- 
iIciiMi.-L', and that the oiriccrs of Lcwm 
County didn't want him, and that he had 
fled to keep his neighbors from lynching 
him. 

The presumption is that Brewer gave 
Deputy Sheriff Ooz a tip, h that ofBcial 
appeared at fhi> Brewer liome Sunday 
looking for Odborne. The latter was 
down on a creek near by and Brewer and 
Cox soon had their trap laid to tapture 
the murderer. 

The officer hid behind a door, and 
then Brewer went down and got Osborne 
to return to the house. Osborne walket^ 
right into tlie trap. As he entered the 
door, Cox shoved a gun in his face and 
ordered him to throw up his hands, 
lirt'wer was right at Osborne's back and 
the latter quietly submitted. 

Bi^ewer was uked If Osbore had any 
weapons at the time. "Oh, not many," 
was the reply; "only two pistols."
